What, then, is a " tariff for reve- 
nue only," and what is proposed by 
alvocatcs of the reduction of Custom- 
house taxation to the revenue stand- 
ard ? "A tariff for i-cvenuc only " 
cannot mean free traiie, as is so often 
charged, because it is admitted that 
full two hundred inillions must be 
collected on import duties. Nor can 
it mean revolution, because the exi- 
gency of this vast sum makes con- 
servative action imperative. But 
some rule must be applied to the 
regutetioa of customs dues, and the 
only rule which can be made general 
in its operation Is that which resU 
upon the doctrine tiift tasattow ik de- 
signed extdwMv^ for the Govern 
ment This dodtrini may be various- 
ly expressed, and Democrats may 
differ as to fonna and phrases; but 
who is there here pnpared to con- 
tend that taxes shall be levied not for 
the Government, but for the benefit 
of private enterprises and Jndivid- 
uals? Kvery ilollar so diverted is 
bounty. It is money wreste<l from 
the hands of tlic many, and, under 
forms of law, Iransfen'ed lo the 
pockets of the few. II is subsidy, 
which, if directly proimsed, would 
arouse universal rescntinent, hut 
wliich has been ai tfiilly fianied and 
ihasked as to stnit abmit the coiinli'y 
in the pretended character of a pub- 
lic benefactor. There are two sides 
to ever}' question : the thcoVotical and 
the practical. To consider measures 
aright, both sides must be taken Into 
account Tho tariff is a practical 
question, certainly ; it is a question of 
business, and it is ftill of detail ; but 
it is also a question of equities ; a 
question of abstract rights; a ques- 
tion in the science of taxsiUon and 
the ethics of human freedom.

The death of tior. Stephens, of 
Georgia, a few day* sinee removed 
from the politics of the country one 
of the greatest men of bis day.' He 
was a very remarkable man and had 
been almost euntinuously in public 
life for tif>y years, and during almost 
all of that i)eriod he was an invalid. 
Ills career began in his early man- 
hood, when he was a member of the 
Whig party. He served a number of 
terms in the state legislatui-e and was 
elected to Congress when 33 years of 
age. He was re-elected for eight 
consecutive terms and finally de- 
clined another re-electlqn. When the 
Whig party disbanded he became a 
Democrat and was one of the most 
vehement oppoeers of leceedon when 
the stormy days of the dvll etrifb 
came on. When his State went out 
of the Union he, however, went with 
her and was eleeted Vioe-Preddent of 
the Confederacy, of which Jellbrson 
Davit was President Re was one of 
the first men of hi* time to foreiec 
the part that slavery was to play in 
the history of the country. In the 
latter part of the war he was one of 
the Commission that met President 
Lincoln to talk about terms of jwaee. 
After the war he was a prisoner in 
Fort Warren for several months. 
Soon after t>oing released he was 
elected I'nited Slates Senator, but 
was not allowed to take bis seat be 
cause his State bad not eoni]ilied with 
the terms ui>ou which she was to re- 
sume her representation in Congress. 
In 1872 he was again elected to the 
lower House of Congress and was r- 
turned for five consecutive terms. 
He was allowed to occupy a seat in 
an invalid's chair near the Speaker 
and ftreqaentlf ipoke dttitag in his 
chair. 

During all this time, though feeble 
in body, his intellectual ftaculties re- 
mained strong and vigorous. Last 
year he was deeted Giovemor ' of 
Georgia by the Demoerata, but he 
proved to be too reeUeee in iaeoing 
pardOM. like CN>v. Uadtbum, he 
was a Und old man but lacked drm- 
neea and deeieion of duutaeter, and 
was therefore not Ittad to oecapy ex- 
ecutive podtioM. 

During his leimre honre he devoted 
himielfto literary work, ffis flrit 
book was the "War Between the 
States," and it had a large sale. His 
most recent work was a "Hiatory of 
the United States." 

The illness which was the imme- 
diate cause of his death was contract- 
ed from exposure during a recent vis- 
it to Savannah. He was sick oidy 
six days and died shortly after mid- 
night on the night of Saturday, the

He grew ' worae every dty, al- 
though .the beat medical atteatioa 
WHS ftiniiahed bim by the cHy 
authoritiet. He lived oalya week. 
On la*t IWay the 9th inst., the day 
Stoucr. wm buried, snotlier negro 
boy named Chas. Edward* came in 
ou the Kuuth bound train and got olT 
at the de|K>t, badly broken out with 
tbe disease. He started to go to Mr. 
M. II. Nelson's but was overtaken by 
the police and taken to the house on 
Stitea'Hill where l^toner died. Un 
tlie following day he was taken out- 
side of the city limits to a pest house 
established Ix-yond the fair grounds. 
Here he i-eniained in charge of a col- 
oi-nd man named I'eter Simpson, un- 
til Baturday night, when the i)cst 
house was burned by an unknown 
incendiary. Himpson was asleep and 
wa* awi^ened by the heat of the 
flame* and guccccded in getting TA- 
ward* out Just m tlio roof fell in. He 
wrapped him up in a blanket and 
left him lying on the ground while 
lie eamo for usistance. Dr. W. M. 
Fuqua, hi* phyaiciau, Went out and 
l^td him taken to •notber vacant 
cabin ;.afkw hundred yard* distant 
fhrnf tba one buraed, and remained 
with the patient till momiag. The 
sick Btanb itlUia thia Utter cabin 
•nd i* very bad ol^ aad at thit writ- 
Ing It to impotdble to tell what 
chance* ho has for recovery.

It would l)c a blot npon the 
historic pride of our whole people to 
iwrmit this destruction. Either 
Church, or College, or Library Hall 
it siiould be maintained forever as 
memorial of the brav* men who 
fought ori died ftr.loeal{flr«»dom. 

Tfa# battleof the AhinM Ubat 
repetition of that fought by Leonldas 
and his brave Spartana at Thermop- 
ylae ; with the dUlbrenee, howerer, 
that of the 166 defenders of the Ala- 
mo against 4,000 Mexicans, there was 
no survivor to "tell it in LiKedacmon 
that we died here in obedience to her 
laws." 

The seige of the Alamo lasted for 
eleven days, during which time the 
little garrison of 165 men washa:> 
rassed da) and night by the attacks 
of the enemy. Exhausted with toils, 
lack of sleep and wounds, and hope 
less of succor, they nevertheless re- 
solved never to surrender. At length, 
when assaulted before the dawn of 
day, on the morning of the twelfth 
day, the Mexicans succeeded in seal- 
ing the stone wall enclosing the Ca- 
thedral and massacred the whole 
garriaon. The only persons spared 
were Mr*. DieUttaon and her child, 
who occupied ■ «■*! •ptrtnent in 
the baaement of th« OitlMdnd,l.and 
Ben, the degto NrTBat' of CoL Trav 
is. 

When the conflict had ended, 

around the spot where Davy Crockett 
had served a 13-pounder, the Mezl 
cans were heaped up aa if to consti- 
lute a fortress for the protectiou of 

the invincible Tcnnesseean. Bowie's 
bo<i> w as found pinned to Ids l)ed of 
sickness; and Lieut. Dickinson died, 
Bword in hand, before the door of Jhe 
a|>arUnent which colttnl#fd hi* wife 
and child. 

It was with great diftlculty that 
Gen. Aliiioiile saved Mrs. Dickinson 
and her i hild IVom the infuriated 
Mexicans; and the life of lien was 
spared that he might imint out the 
fkllea cliieflaiuB. Ben was still living 
a few years ago ; and the venerable 
Mrs. Dickinson and the children of 
her then infant daughter, were also 
still living in Austin, Texas.
